According to 
the census there were 819,043 pigs 
and 4S0,2G6 feeding hogs, which brings 
the average up to 6.6 head per farm of 
all kinds of hogs for the state of Ken- 
tucl^. only 33,619 head of the toUl 
were pure-bred anlmahi, all breeds in- 
cluded.

Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 19:— Members 
of the Legislature, who remained In 
Frankfort over the laat waek>end re- 
cesa of the aeaalon and thoae who re- 
turned from their bomee tonlifit, were 
discussing their reaponaiblUtiea and 
the proapeota of aooompllahlng the 
purpoae M whleh they came here 
with more aerlonanaa^ than at any 
time since the first burst of enthusi- 
asm, when they broke all precedent 
and passed the Bingham Act the sec> 
ond week of the session.

Washington, D. C. — Utndlng the 
public spirit which calls able men to 
the public service, the Republican 
Publicity Association, through ita

To save themselves time and trouble 
and, in many cases iiniiepessary ex- 
penditures, taxpayers having business 
with the Income tax unit of tbe Bu- 
ri iu of Internal Revenue at Wash- 
ington and desiring conference with 
r'iicials lu conectlon therewith, are 
advise dto ask for such conference In 
advance. 

\ A number of taxpayers and their 
represenlativGj appear at the income 



tax unit without appointment, and 
aak immediate hearings. Freqeuntly 
• the conference cannot be held at once 
; for the reason that the paper and in- 
formation relating to the case must 
he assembled or the proper official 
■ may be otherwise engaged. The result 
is a delay of a day or two, and added 
cost to the ta.xpayer In the way oi 
hotel bills, etc. 

Requests for conference ahould be 
addressed to the Commlasioner of In 
ternal Revenue, Washington, D. C, 
together with a statement of all the 
facts In eonneotlon with the cases, 
and the purposes for which It te de 
sired. The taxpayer will be Informed 
by letter or telegram ot the date ap 
pointed tor the oonterenee.
